Tboaewhoare responsible for 
tho direction of public business and 
with shaping tbe policy of the admin- 
istration are not men who are in office 
under President MoKinley.

The dishonesty is a result of the 


coarse and action of tbe party, and of 
the administration, as both are subject 
to the direction of dlsbonest men, who 
engage in methods that prevail in the 
party and direct its policy and the 
oourae ot the ad ministration. It is not 
only known that the most corrupt 
means and like methods were resorted 
to by the leaders of the party to seonre 
tbe eleo'ion of President McKinley, 
but it is also an open proposition tbat 
means aud methods of like nature aud 
character will be resorted to and used 
to secure hia re-election 


When dishonest conditions, as a 


result of dishonest praotlcet), are upon 
the party and upon the administiatioo, 
should it not be expected that die- 
honesty would make an appearance 
when pabllo funds are Intrusted to 
men who engage iu these dishonest 
practices to secure an opportunity to 
become more dishonest wbeu In a posi- 
tion to do BO? Men who enter the 
public 
service 
through 
dishonest 


means should not be expected to be- 
come bonest lu office by leaving their 
dishonest methods behind them when 
they enter tho public service, as it is 
not in the nature of things they should 
do eo 


When conditions that are upon the 


part? and upon the administration are 
reviewed in tbe light of common sense 
and the order ot nature, it Is ascer- 
tained that certain results mast fellow 
causes there are at work to produce 
them. The dishonesty there is In the 
party aud in the administration of 
public affairs is not developed in direct 
thefts aa a role, but when fraudulent 
and dishonest methods are everywhere 
present in the form of trusts nnd 
tariffs, in direct opposition to law and 
tbe foundation principles of govern- 
ment, there is abundant cause to con- 
clude thut tbe effects are produced 
from causes tbat preceded them, and 
that tbe effects are an 
outflow ot 


causes tbat exist in equal abundance 
to tbe effects there are present. 


When the whole matter, Including 


the causes and the effects, ie reviewed 


of the wise ranchers who plant, hoe 
and harvest a few acres of potatoes.
